The proposed appropriations for tlie cur- 
rent financial year were brought before 
the Provincial Council by the Treasurer 
on Wednesday last, and although they 
may be altered in Committee, yet the 
probability . is that they will be passed 
very much in the form which tney now 
take. It is matter for congratulation to 
find the Province in the healthy financial 
position indicated by the Treasurer in his 
Budget ; and it is also pleasing to notice 
the careful and equitable manner in which 
the proposed expenditure for the year 
has been distributed. More especially 
IS this apparent in the matter of public 
works. For the first time these many 
years is there anything like a fair propor- 
tion of the revenue devoted to works in 
the interior districts, and we take this as 
an evidence tliat the Goldfields are at last 
coming to he ajjpreciated at their proper 
value. Wo do not think that any favor 
has been conferred on the up-country dis- 
tricts by the proposed liberal expenditure 
on the contrary, the Goldfields are only 
receiving a tardy act of justice, and it will 
take a good many appropriations like that 
brought down this session before we receive 
our fair share. All the interior roads and 
tracks appear to have been very fairly at- 
tended to, and the prepiu’ation of the Esti- 
mates evinces a desire on the part of the 
Government to help the miner in his en- 
deavor to further unearth the precious 
treasure. Of course it Ls not to bo ex 
pected that every section will be satisfied 
‘with the manner in which the revenue is 
proposed to be appropriated ; but we think 
that, on the whole, the distribution will 
meet with the approval of iip-coimtry cora- 
raunitles. Hitherto, it has been pitiable 
to observe the straits to which the road 
authorities have been put to keep our high- 
ways in passable repair with the very 
small sums at their disjiosal, every pound 
having to he carefully husbanded, and a 
system of patching resorted to which only 
barely sufficed to keep communication 
open. We sincerely hope the liberality 
displayed this year by the Provincial Go- 
vei'niuent is an indication that in the 
future the Goldfields will receive that moed 
of justice to which they are entitled, but 
to which they have long been sti-angers. 

We aiijicnd a list of the amounts appvo- 
]iriated in the pro|iosed Estimates for works 
ill the Cromwell district. Other goldfields 
dhstricts appear to have received equal con- 
sideration, and we fail to see any grounds 
for the assertion made in a neighboring 
journal that Cromwell "has been flivorecl.” 
In addition to the purely local votes, we 
find under the head of Granls-in-aid that 
£(3,500 is put down for Benevolent Insti- 



tutions and Country Hospitals, and £1000 
each for Athenaeums and subsidy (£ for £) 
towards quartz reef prospecting. In adr 
dition to detailed votes, thore is cH block 
sum put down for Roads and Bridges on 
Goldfields of £5000. The following are 
the local votes, which are exclusive of 
“ liabilities on contracts”: —

At the evening sitting of the Provincial 
Council on Thursday last, the Goldfields 
Secretary laid on the table a return show- 
ing the quantities of gold received per es- 
cort from the various mining centres for 
the year ended March 31. The highest re- 
turn in any one month was in December 
last, the amount being 17,915oz. 2dwts. 
As will be seen from the subjoined contri-. 
butions of the several districts, Cromwell 
heads' the list with a grand total for the 
year of nearly 2(3,000 ounces (or an ave- 
rage of 5 OO 0 Z. per week), doubling the 
returns from Lawrence, and almost ihe 
.same with respect to Queenstown, two 
centres which, till recently, were looked 
upon as the chief gold-producing districts 
in the Province. The amount of golden 
wealth produced in the Cromwell division 
for the past three years stamps it as the 
foremost goldfield in Otago, and that it is 
likely to continue so is evident from the 
permanency of the workings. With the 
completion of the Garrick water race, 
greater facilities for intercommunication in 
liie shape of roads, untaxed bridges, etc., 
whereby material for the opening up of 
our mines could be more easily and cheaply 
supplied, there is no reason why hundreds 
more men should not be employed, and the 
escort returns from this district largely 
increased above their now handsome figure. 
Surely a district which contributes so sub- 
stantially to tlio revenue of the Province is 
deserving of more consideration at the 
bands of the Government than it lias iai 
the past received. It is nothing less tlian 
shameful, in tlie face of tha productiveness 
of the Cromwell district, that its residents 
should have year after year fruitlessly to 
petition for requirements in the shape of 
fi -00 traffic, the granting of which would 
in a very short time eni-ich the Treasury 
greatly over the outlay, and prove a boon 
to a large and thriving community. 

We cannot now dwell on this important 
subject ; tlie following figures will go fur- 
ther in support of the above brief remarks 
than a column of writing

After minutes of prevjous meetings were 
read and confirmed, correspondence was read 
as follows : — Inward, from Mr G. P. Aitken, 
drawing attention to a clerical error in the 
assessinent of his property ; from Barr and 
Oliver, respecting plans, <to., of waterworks; 
from Mr Jame.s Stuart, asking leave to erect 
a lamp-post in front of bis premises, Victiiria 
Hotel, also offering to pay one-third the coat 
of kerbiiig and channelling the street in front 
of his house, it the Comicit, would proceed 
with the work ; from Mr F, J. Wilson, re 
water-rights, iSjc. 

Ordered tliat the error in Mr Aitken’a as- 
sessment be rectified by tlie Clerk, if found 
to be a clerical one. 

Resolved that permission be given Mr 
Stuart to erect the lamp-post as desired. 

The latter part of Mr Stuart’s letter gave 
rise to some discussion, some members think- 
ing that, in the present state of the finances, 
to accept Mr Stuart's offer would be forcing 
work on the Council which they were not 
prepared to undertake. A proposition by Cr 
Hayes, seconded by Cr Talboys— “ That the' 
Public Works Committee report on the pro- 
priety of dealing with the latter request of 
Mr Stuart” — was carried ; an amendment by 
Cr Taylor, that the matter stand over for 
future consideration, being lost. | 

The letter from Mr Wilson, solicitor, 
affecting matters connected with the proposed 
waterworks, and giving his professional ad- 
vice thereon, was read ; and it was decided 
that the Legislative'Committee confer with 
Mr Wilson thereon, as also in any other 
matters which might arise in connection with 
the waterworks. 

The Mayor explained the reason why Mr 
Wilson had been consulted by the Corpora- 
tion, instead of Mr Johnston, the Corporation 
solicitor. The latter gentleman had been

ME. ULRICH'S REPORT. 

Among other interesting provincial papers 
received since our last number, is the Report 
on the Goldfields of Otago, by Mr Ulrich, 
F.G.S. The Report is a very full and com- 
prehensive one, extending over 33 pages of 
closely printed matter. The work also con- 
tains illustrations of goldsaving appliances 
in use at the Port Phillip Co’s extensive 
workings at Clunes, Victoria. The report of 
Mr Ulrich is an exceedingly valuable addi- 
tion to our mining history, and cannot fail to 
be productive of a vast amount of good. 
Mr Ulrich has not, however, confined him- 
self to the auriferous te-sources of the Pro- 
■viuce,'but also deals with other minenils, 
such as copper, cinnabar, antimony, (tc. 
A section of the report deals likewise with 
the brown coal deposits in the localities tho 
writer visited. Before proceeding to notice 
in detail, the various reefing companies in 
Otago, Mr Ulrich speaks generally of the 
nature of the rocks in which the reefs occur ; 
atid bh'e easier to make this portion of the 
Report clear, he proceeds to classify and 
^nup those reefs which show a resemblance 
in structure ' and mode of development. 
These “groups” are six in number. The 
second comprises “The Reefs of Bendigo, 
near Cromwell ; the Rough Ridge reefs ; and 
Conroy’s Gully reef." “Group third” is 
confined to “ the reefs of the Carrick Range,” 
but (lur eitr.acts this week must be limited to 
the first-named. Mr Ulrich writes : — 

Most of the reefs of Bendigo show well- 
defined walls, with clay casings, strike nearly 
uniformlj^ east and west, are mostly traceable ' 
for long distances, and — what constitutes them 
very “ strong” ones in mining sense, . and indi- 
cates permanency in depth — they traverse hori- 
zontally, or very flat-bedded mica schist verti- 
cally, or at very steep angles. The reefs of the 
Rough Ridge are generally not so well defined 
as those of Beudig'-). Besides “leaders” that 
dip towards them, so called “ droppers,” dipping 
at generally- flat angles away from them, have 
also been olisorvod in some of the reefs at both 
places. With regard to the mode of ooenrrenoe 
of the gold, tho comparatively superficial work 
done on most of the reefs hardly permits to form 
a definite and gener.ally applicable opinion. 
Judging, however, from those most extensively 
and deepest worked, it would seem that the 
metal is accumulated in rich shoots of variable 
width, that dip at rather steep angles in strike 
in the quartz blocks ; whilst the portions inter- 
vening between the shoots, inolivling the imit- 
lock patches, are poor, but generally rich enough, 
or of such limited extent as to render it tho 
moat economical to work them with the rest, 
without resorting to special selection. Accept- 
ing the yields from Logan’s Reef as unusually 
rich ones, those from the other reefs have been 
by no ine.ana low in the aver.age. as they ranged 
up to 2 oz. per ton, and from hardly a single 
reef were they reported much below half an 
ounce per ton. Considering this, I was much 
astonished to see so many of the reefs and claims 
neglected; but the reason was explained to me 
to consist partly in the high prices clnarged for 
crushing, partly in expensive oartige, and more 
especially in the want of enterprising miners, 
those who worked the top having heooine afr.aiil 
of the hard work and expense required in con- 
tending with the water. With regard to the 
prospects of the reefs in depth, I consider them, 
where the reefs are well defined, ns very favor- 
able, both as concerns pcrsislenev in anriferous 
character and regularity in average size. But 
in speculating upon profl ts to be derived from 
future working, several important points must 
not be left uncousidered, viz. , the comparatively 
small size of tho reefs, expenses connected svith 
getting rid of the water, and greater difficulty 
in extracting tbe gold from the quartz ; for ; 
below tho avater level, which lies in sever.al of 
tho reefs con,siilerab]y higher than nne would 
suppose from their elevation above the nearest 
permanent snrfac* water, the seamy quartz is 
throughout very metalliferous ; in f.act, it pro- 
mises at greater depth to become more highly 
charged with meUllic sulphides (iron and arse- 
nical pyrites, galena, ziiicblende, to,) than in 
any of the reefs of the other districts I examincil. 
Timely attention to improvements in the gold- 
saving appliances is therefore highly advis.able . 
The expense of working narrow reefs will in 
depth also considerably increase, in consequence 
of the increasing hardness and closeness of the ' 
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country, which Utter is onhiparatively hiore un- 
fatfOufttble to work ou acouuut of liuj-Izuutal 
beddinp[. , However, againat tliis may be placed 
iw a perhaps raoro thau adequate 8et*uff the high 
dip of the reofa, which much faciliUto^ workinLt, 
and, what ia of gruater importariCH, that the 
hardness of the rock, in canjunctiou with iba 
horizontal beddinc? renders the supporting tho 
workings very cheap and simple. 



MAGISTRATE'S COURT. 

Friday, May 14, 1875. 

(Before \V, Lawrence Simpson^ R.M. ) 

John Phinn waa charged, on the iiiforniatioa 
of Constable Bell, with having committed a vio- 
lent asaaiilb on one John Wilkinson' in Kidd’e 
Cromwell Hotel, on the of 12ih or morn- 
ing of 13th instant, Tho acouaed pliiacled not 
guilty. 

John Wilkinson (who appeared in a very weak 
state] deposed un oath that he was a miner, re- 
siding at Koaring Meg. (M the njorniiig of the 
13th instant, .about 1 o’clock, he was sitting 
quietly talking to two men in Kidd's Hotel, 
when he was struck a violent blow on the head 
with a large sfcrmo. The blow broke his noso, 
and otherwise injured him, bid not know who 
threxv the stone (profluced, four or five pounds 
weight). Accused, a stranger to witiioaa, was 
standing at the room door when the blow was 
struck. \Vas sober at the time. Had just gob 
out of bed, having been unwell. 

H. Tobin, in the emplny^of Mr Kidd, deposed 
that he Wxas in tho Cromwell Hotel on morning 
of 13th. Wilkinson was lodging there. Was 
not aware of any quarrel having taken place. 
Phinn struck Wilkinson with his fist while hs 
(Wilkinson) was sitting down. . A c.arrier pre- 
sent interfered to • prevent further assault. A 
atone was thrown by some one which first hit 
witness slightly on tho nose, then struck a car* 
rier 00 the hand, finally indicting the wound on 
Wilkinson, Did not know who threw the atone, 
which was like that produced. It was used to 
keep a door open, 

By the Bench : Myself, the carrieTs, and Wil- 
kinson were sitting quietly together when ac- 
cused camo into the company, sat down, and 
afterwards struck Wilkinson without provoca- 
tion. The atone seemed to come from outside 
the hack door. Accused, wdth another young 
man, had just gone that way. Positive one or 
the other of them must have thrown the alone. 

t^eorge Leslie, carrier, gave evidence corrobo- • 
rative of the two previous witnesses'. 

William Dodd, manager for Mr Kidd in his 
absenco. knew very litLlo of the previous pro- 
ceedings. Was clearing out the hotel, ami while 
accused was going out in front of w^t'ieHa he 
threw something out of his hnnd, and when ha 
(witness) went back ho found the men hleedin;?. 

The Bench, after hearing the evidence, w;ia 
satisfied accused was guilty of throwing the 
stone. This wa.% a species of laiTikiiiism which 
must be firmly put down. Accused' hud first 
struck WiHunsnn with his fist, and afterwards 
threw a lump.of rook among a number of men, 
not caring whom he struck. The man might 
have been killed, it wu, he asemjd to have 
been serioualy injured, an<l the only qiieatinn 
that weighed with the Bench was whether fine 
or imprisonment should bo indicte’'!. Fined £5, 
or fourteen days’ imprisonment, with hard labor, 
in Clyde gaol The Magistrate remarked upon 
Kidd's m-\nayer supplying liquor to youths 
at such untimely hours. 

[Mr I. Loughnau hero took his seat upon tha 
Bench.] k 

• George Hammond and John Phinn were 
charged by Alexander Y. Johnston (who pre- 
sented a frightfully disfigured countenance) with 
I having assaulted him at Kidd's Hotel on ths 
morning of the 1.3di instant. Both prisonera 
pleaded guilty. From the statement of John- 
aton, it appeared he had gone into the hotel ia 
company with a man named Walker, They 
asked for drink, but the manager refused, say- 
ing if they went to bed he would give them one 
in the morning. They then retired, and after 
being asleep an hour or t\yn, Johnston was at- 
tacked in bed, and knocked senseless by these 
two young men, who were both strangers to 
him. 

The Bench severely lectured the accused on 
their conduct. These were the first cases of lar- 
rikinism they had had to deal with up-couutry, 
and they were determined to put this sorb of 
thing down. In this case, no option ■would bo 
allowed, both prisoners being sentenced to four, 
teen days’ imprisonment, with hard labor, in 
Clyde gaol.

Mr MacXellar s.aid the shortest answer 
tli'it could be given to the question was that 
the Go/erninaut had d'.mided not to csiublish 
a Mining Board in the interest of the miners 
Ihensslvei. Ha had no objection, however, 
to mention the reacoiu Which . led to that de- 



oiaiop. Itff<mld,ba.Tom.hmtered thqt dnTing 
last sitting of the Council the Provincial Sec- 
retary stated, in reply to the honorable mem- 
ber for Mount Ida, that the Qdveminent 
would take this matter into their serious con- 
sideration. The Government did so, and it 
appeared to them that on the whole the 
mining regulations were working well, as evi- 
denced by the fact that there was compara- 
tively little litigation on the goldfields at 
present. In Victoria, where Alining Boards 
were in operation, there was a large amount 
of litigation, which the Government believed 
was owing to the existence of those Boards, 
The Government were of opinion that the 
laws relating to goldfields at present in force 
were siifiiciontly complicated, and they 
feared the evil would be much aggravated by 
ttie establishment of a Mining Board or 
Boards. If the honorable member consulted 
the Goldfields Act he would find the powers 
of such Boards would be jimited entirely to 
gold-mining under miners tights, and unless 
the Goveniment was prepared to go in for an 
extensive alteration of the law, the Mining 
Boards could not have dealt with gold-mining 
under gold-mining leases. It was a question 
whether it could even deal with the cutting 
of water races, and it certainly could not 
deal with cases arising out of the entry of 
miners upon agricultural lands. The Go- 
vernment would be happy to consider any 
suggestions that might be made by the honor- 
able inember for Mount Ida for the improve- 
ment of the present regulations. 

appointment of mining surveyors. 

Mr Bastings asked Uio Secretary for 
Goldfields, “ If it is the intention of the Go- 
vernment to appoint mining surveyors in 
mining centres, in accordance with the re- 
commendation contained in Mr Ulrich's re- 
port ?" 

Air MacKellar replied that the Govern- 
ment would be very happy to comply with 
the reoammendationa of Mr Ulrich, especially 
if they could employ those surveyors in pre- 
paring topognaphical plans, and completing 
the survey. But as the Provincial Secretary 
had explained ,a few days ago, the survey 
staff was now mere effleient than it was pre- 
viously, and the Government were satisfied 
it would be able to undertake all the work 
that Mr Ulrich referred to. Mr Ulrich had 
recommended the appointment of special 
mining surveyors under a misapphrension. 
It was not owing to tlie want of qualified 
surveyors that those deficiencies existed. 
I’ho real cause was that mining companies 
did not take advantage of the services of 
the mining surveyors, to whom it was 
only neoessaiy to apply in order to obtain 
such surveys. He confessed that until lately 
the survey st.iff was so fully occupied with 
agricultural surveying that it was hardly 
possible to keep up with the other work ; but 
now the Government were quite s.itisfied 
that if the mining companies or proprietors 
wished to iiave surveys of the kind indicated 
by Air Ulrich, the present staff would be 
able to undertake the work. 

CROWN TERRACE, ARROW. 

Air AIander.s moved, “That an address 
be presented to His Honor the Superinten- 
dent, requesting that there be laid on the 
table all correspondence and petitions con- 
nected with the pponing of the Grown Ter- 
race, Arrow ; and that a prheis abstract of 
the contents of the. petitions lUCConipaiiy 
them.” 

The Goldfields Secretary said that the 
Government had no objection to comply with 
the motion, but suggested that the mover 
should consent to strike out the words after 
“Arrow.” 

Mr Mandere agreed to this, and the mo- 
tion then, as amended, passed. 

FINANCIAL statement. 

The Estimates having been transmitted to 
the Council by His Honor the Superinten- 
dent, 

Mr Turnbull (the Provincial Treasurer) 
moved the House into Committee of Sunply, 
and proceeded to deliver the Financial State- 
ment., which occupied the remainder of the 
sitting. Our space will only admit of the 
following portions of the Statement;—" It is 
matter for congratulation that the pros- 
perity which existed when I stood in this 
position last year has been maintained, and 
I think members will, afer investigation, 
agree with me in considering that the Pro- 
vince with which we are more immediately 
connected, and whose affairs we have to re- 
gulate and administer, has made steady 
progress during the past year, and that its 
finances are in a healthy position. Notwith- 
standing that the loan which the Council last 
vear asked for w.as not authorised by the 
Coloni.al Legislature, the Executive has had 
no di.fiiculty in meeting all demands under 
the votes which the Committee passed for 
works and bnaneli railw.avs. On referrin" 
to the h.alance-slioet which is now in the 
hands of mem hers, it will be seen that at the 
commencement of the last financi.al year, 
there was a balance in favor of the Province 
on the General Aocennt of £83,416 Ils Hd, 
•and a further sum in the Treasury of 
£20,174 17-s 4d, to be applied in payment of 
Special Works — outside the votes against the 
Provincial Bovenue — such as General Go- 
vernment subsidies to Road Boards, works 
iin'Ier North Ola-gn Loan Act, Alouni Ida 
and Waipori Water Supply, Ac. Then we 
have received as Gencr.al Provincial Revenue 
£45.1,275 Te Cd. Also from the Colonial 
GoveTuiiient £2540 4s 3d, which was a 
balance in favor of the Province after making 
iiD accounts in connection with Capitation 
Grant, and the interest, Ac., on the Consoli- 
dated Loans. We h.ave also received the 
: sum of £33,378 12i 6d, being the accrued 
Sinking Fund on the Harbour Loan, and 
Loan of lS'51-2, which has been rnloisbd by 
t'ue conversion of these Loans during the 
year, and by arraUj^BrnDat has beoa retuined 



to the |*roviiiciaI Treasiiry., . Those two last 
montiiined sums, ainounting , together , to 
£35,918 16s 9d, can be dealt with as ordinary 
revenue j and there' will be a’ further sum 
available for appropriation during the pre- 
sent year as released sinking fund on loans 
falling to be converted in October and Janu- 
ary next. In addition to the above receipts 
there has been received towards special 
Works the following sums, and amounting in 
all to £69,673 7s 6d, viz i— '

Adding all these amounts together, members 
will observe that the grand total on the 
debtor side of the balance sheet, and for 
which the Treasury has to account, is 
£664,389 Is, of which £89,748 4s lOd has to 
be applied to specific purposes, and the 
balance of £674,640 16s 2d was available to- 
wards your votes of last session. The re- 
ceipts have exceeded the ’Estimates by 
£66,616 13s 4d, the excess arising mainly 
from Crown Lands. Gold Export Duty has 
fallen off, but the Goldfields Revenue has in- 
creased. Harbour Jetty Dues have been 
very considerably in excess’ of our anticipa- 
tions, and Tolls on n>ads have yielded nearly 
£990 more than estimated. Goi’emnrent 
Lands and Buildings were stated at £25,000, 
and the actual receipts have been £10,8.54 
8s lOd. The sales have, however, exceeded 
that by about £12,000 ; but being payable 
.by instalments the whole sum has not yet 
reached the Treasury in cash. Licenses 
show a considerable reduction ; and it is 
dilficiilt to account for this, except on the 
assumption that the alterations in the 
Licensing Act have had the effect of closing 
a considenibie number of places licensed for 
the sale of liquor. Railways show a very 
satisfactory excess on the estimated amount. 
Turninu to the expenditure, you will find on 
the credit side of tlie balance-sheet that there 
has been spent in the general service of the 
Pro-finoe, including Hoad Board siibsi.'iles, 
£523,248 13s 4d. The details of this amount 
are given in the Statement laid on the table. 
The above amount embraces all expenditure | 
except that under the Nortli Otigo Loan| 
•Act and the aiiiouiits received for special I 
purposes.

The Provincial Solicitor introduced the 
following Bills : — Arrowtown W.aterwork.s 
Empowering Ordinance. Also, a Bill to 
Constitute a Board of Conservators for the 
district of Clutlia River. 

MR ol-Issford’s run. 

Air Hazt.btt asked the Secretary for 
Lauds why the Hundred, agreed to by the 
Council during last session, containing 6009 
acres or thereab'mts, on deferred payments, 
on Hr Glassford’s run. No. 233. h.as not been 
opened, and if the Government have any ob- 
jection to state what course is proposed to be 
pursued to cause the speedy opening of the 
Hundred on the block as rqcoramended ? 

Mr Reid, in reply, explained that this 
Hundred had not yet been opened in conse- 
quence of pressure of work on the Distrint 
Surveyor I Tenders were called for the work 
of survey, but none were received. It was 
doubtful whether or not this was a disadvan- 
tage .after all, as .a sludge-channel would pass 
thrmigh the hand, and it was well that this 
should be first laid off. He expected that 
the DLstrict Surveyor would shortly com- 
mence this work. 

AORIOULTURAIj LEtSES. 

Air Mandbrs moved, “ (1) That it is desir- 
able that the Government should state 
under wh.at circumstances the exchange value 
of lands from the goldfields agricnltur.al 
leases to the deferred payment chaoses of the 
Otago Waste Lands Act,. 1872, was fixed. 
(2) That the Government be requested to 
state the amount of rent due under the Agri- 
cultural Lease Regnhitinn.s that is allowed to 
go towards the purchase under the many 
provisions of the deferred-payment clauses 
of said Act.” 

The PRuviNCtL SEtfkETARY, having read 
the sections of the Act bearing on the inat- 
ter, said that reference to it w.as .sufficient to 
remove anv mis-anorebension which existed. 
He then explained that agricultural lesees 
could only be credited with three V’ears’ rent 
on their exchanging their leases for others 
under the deferred-pavment system, no mat- 
ter how long they might have held them. 
This w,as the conclusion which the Waste 
Lands Board liad come to in reference to the 
question. 

The motion was c.arried.

TIIE LIQUOR TRAFFIC, 

To the Miilor 0 / the C.homwell Arqul 
Sir,— T he rock on which hundrcdi ol thou, 
S.amla of the Imrnaa family have met their social 
and moral (leatrac'ion„ to which thousamla of 
unhappy victims are now drifting, and on whioh 
His to be hoped few of the rising and fntnre 
generation will ooino to their destruction, is the 
rock of inteiu^raiiee. with its many shoals and . 
hidden reefs, Aver which the.qchan of morality 
and Boci-ality ripples deceivingly to the unwary, 
the young, the inexperienced aiid the osroless. 
The rock lies in the way of the world’s traffic^ 
and is distinctly marked in the many charts that 
are laid down for our guidance, and which are 
within the reach of all. In prominence, it stands ■ 
without a rival, notwithstanding wh’cb there 
are more bumpings 011 the shoals and hidden 
reefs, more strandiugs and more total wrecks 
than on all the other rocks in the beaten track. 
The amount of attention that is being paid to 
the liquor traffic in all its phases cannot but be 
proilnctiye of good, and social reformers have a 
great and glorious work before them in its sup- 
pression. Opinions differ, as to which is the 
most effectual remedy ior the evil of intempe- 
rance, some holding that the only way of getting 
at the root of the evil is through the Legislature ; 
others, that the only hope lies in social reform. 
Many hold that nothing short of prohibitory 
legislation will have the desired eft'eot, while 
others, and I believe the majority, are in favour 
of permissive measures. For each of these, good 
arguments are adduced. If there were only one 
section of the public whose interests had to be 
studied, tbe argument in favour of prohibitory 
legislation wouW have great weight. But nn. 
fortunately there are two parties. According to 
phrciudogists, the one cannot use intoxicating 
dritdt without danger, white the other cannot 
even us<j it at all without falling a prey to 
its ruimms influence. I am therefore of opinion 
that the total abstainer must meet the mrslerate 
drinker liilf way. By so doing, a powerful 
union wouhl be effected, and as the pasiing of 
permissive measures would suit the requirements 
of the one and advance tiie object of the other, 

I hold that the union of the total abstainer and 
tbe mofierate drinker would conduce greatly to 
the happiuess of society .at large, and ra iderate 
drinkers in particular. Such a union would be 
a power in tlie State, and the passing of permis- 
sive measures would be .an easy nutter. The 
Order of Good Temuln''S is a good and avorlby 
one, with a goo'l and worthy ol j ret in vie v, but 
so long as they demand prohibitory legislation, 
so long will they be in g.aiiiing their obi mt.— 
i.e.. the removal of the fatal rock of intern- 
perancB. 

Of I he three sections, the fot.a’ abstainers, the 
moderate driiikera, and tbe intemperate, the 
list meni 'oaod are g.-eatly in the minority, and 
their influence could not be great against that 
of the (itlier two, if these were united and dele-- 
mined to h.ave reform,. It is the exctusiveiiesg 
of the wnnid-be refo niurs that tells so heavily 
.against tbom ill tbe bcgislatiiro. Thogreatfaiiit 
lies in being too gr. edy, in trying to make too 
la go a steo at once. _To go at a br.uiiil from 
liberal laws to probibitory means ruin. Vi’bat 
state would this eountry be in if the whole trade 
ill intoxicating liquors were a'-niotly stopped. 
The amrunb of vested interest is enormous ; 
'ihorofo.-e It wouhl be. to .say the L,ast, imjiist to 
enforce measures that would be the means of 
ruiiii.ug a large secti.ni of the tra ling oommanity. 
Some w.ll assert that the innilerate rbdnker will 
u->t co-op r.ite heartily witli the trtal ab.st.ai:ier, 
but I fail to see any valid reason for their not 
d' img so.
